(you may also combine berries, or use other fruits such as kiwi, 

cherries, blueberries or bananas) 

1/2 cup sliced almonds 

1/2 cup whipping cream 

| tbsp. sifted powdered sugar 

| tbsp. cream sherry 

Prepare pudding according to package directions using the milk 


and cream for the liquid (you will be using more liquid than the 
package calls for.) 

Arrange 1/3 of the cake in the bottom of a 3-quart serving bowl. 
Drizzle 1/3 of the 2/3 cup sherry over the cake. Top with 1/3 of the 
fruit and sprinkle 1/3 of the almonds on top. Repeat two more 
layers. Cover and refrigerate for 3 to 24 hours. 

When ready to serve, whip together the whipping cream, pow- 
dered sugar and remaining cream sherry until stiff peaks form.
